SHALL DEALERS IN OLD BOOKS BE 
CLASSED AS JUNKDEALERS ? 

The New York dealer in old books is now 
called upon, as were his confreres in several 
New England cities, a few years ago, to pro¬ 
tect himself against the enforcement of a city 
ordinance which, the more closely it is ana¬ 
lyzed, threatens to work great mischief and 
harm not only to the so-called second-hand 
bookseller, but to every bookseller who may 
buy a book on a “pick-up” order. In another 
column we give the text of the sections of the 
ordinance which would include the bookseller 
among junkdealers under the heading of 
dealers in “other articles,” from which it 
appears that no. dealer shall purchase a second¬ 
hand article between sunset and seven o’clock 
the following morning, nor may he purchase it 
in any place except at his own store. This 
would practically prevent a bookseller from 
calling at the home of a customer to make a 
bid on a library that might be offered. Thfe 
ordinance further provides that an accurate 
record of every purchase made shall be 
kept by the dealer, including the name of 
the person from whom the article was 
bought, the hour and date of purchase, 
the price paid, and a similar record of the 
sale of the same article. How this would 
affect a purchase of say a thousand books, in 
a lump, at $100, at an auction sale, and the sale 
of each individual item, can be better imagined 
than described. Then, all such items must not 
be sold until the expiration of one month after 
such purchase, and when they are sold they 
must be offered in the condition in which they 
were bought. In the first place, a dealer must 
lose the use of his working capital for thirty 
days, forfeit his interest, and then be debarred 
from enhancing the value of his purchase by 
adding thereto, or to recoup himself in an¬ 
other direction by abstracting something from 
one purchase and adding it to another. It 


would make it illegal for a bookseller to re¬ 
pair a mutilated book, to have it rebound, or 
to take from it certain parts, a portrait or 
leaves, to complete another volume that may 
be made more desirable and complete by the 
addition of certain missing parts. 

Such an ordinance, if enforced, would 
practically paralyze the trade in second-hand 
books and seriously annoy every retail dealer 
who desires to supply his customers with out- 
of-print books, as well as auctioneers and job¬ 
bers. It is no doubt desirable that the public 
should be protected against thieves; but the 
laws looking towards the prevention of thefts 
should not work hardship to respectable 
merchants. The line between a “fence” and 
reputable dealers in old books like those rep¬ 
resented at Wednesday’s meeting in Ander¬ 
son’s auction rooms may be easily drawn, and 
every honest man in the trade is willing to co¬ 
operate with the city officials to take such ac¬ 
tion as will give every reasonable protection 
against crooks, housebreakers and dishonest 
servants. We are certain that even now, with¬ 
out special legislation, dealers in second-hand 
books take every precaution possible in buying, 
and, when deceived, offer every opportunity 
to the one who is robbed to recover or to 
trace the stolen article regardless of cost or 
trouble. We have no doubt, therefore, if 
the matter be properly presented to the “pow¬ 
ers that be,” that relief will be speedily pro¬ 
cured. If we should be mistaken, then legis¬ 
lation must be secured that will free the book- 
trade of New York City from such mischiev¬ 
ous interpretation of the ordinance as now 
contemplated. _ 

The notice? of the memorial of George

This explanation is made in justice to those 
concerned, and also lest requests should be 
made which cannot be complied with from 
me|mbers of the trade who honor or who 
knew the elder Putnam, and who have been 
in close relations with the Putnam house 
since. Copies were sent, outside the family, 
only to a few personal friends of George 
Palmer Putnam, and it is not intended to re¬ 
print the memorial in other shape. 
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DEALERS IN OLD BOOKS PROTEST 
AGAINST BEING CLASSED WITH 
JUNKSELLERS. 

Upwards of fifty dealers in old books in 
New York and vicinity met at the auction 
rooms of John Anderson, 91 Fifth Avenue, to 
protest against the proposed enforcement of 
the city ordinance relating to dealers in sec¬ 
ond-hand goods, in so far as the ordinance 
may be made to apply also to dealers in sec¬ 
ond-hand books. The call for the meeting had 
been sent out by Isaac Mendoza, who ex¬ 
plained that he had been notified twice by the 
police that he must procure a license for the 
conduct of his business, according to the fol¬ 
lowing provisions of the “General Ordinance 
of the City of New York under the Greater 
New York Charter”: 

Article XVI. Dealers in second-hand articles and 
keepers of junk shops. 

5 5 1 [29] The Mayor may, from time to time, 
grant licenses, under his hand and seal, to such per¬ 
sons as shall produce to him satisfactory evidence of 
good character, to exercise or carry on the business 
of dealing in the purchase and sale of second-hand 
furniture, metal, clothes or other articles, in the city. 

552 [30] Every person receiving such license shall 
pay therefor the sum of twenty-five dollars, which 
shall be applied toward the support of the poor of the 
city. 

.553 [3,1] Every person so licensed shall, at the time 
of receiving such license, enter, with two sufficient 
sureties, into a joint and several recognizance, to 
the inayor, aldermen and commonalty of the City of 
New York, in a penalty of five hundred dollars, con¬ 
ditioned for the due observance of all such ordin¬ 
ances of the Common Council as may be in force or 
passed respecting dealers in second-hand articles, at 
any time during the continuance of such license. 

554 [3 2 ] Every such dealer shall keep a book in 
which shall be fairly written, at the time of the pur¬ 
chase of any article, or thing in the way of his or 
her business, an accurate account and description of 
the article or thing so purchased, the price paid 
therefor, the precise time of making such purchase, 
and the name and residence of the person from whom 
such purchase was made. 

555 [33] The said book shall, at all reasonable 
times, be opened to the inspection of the Mayor, 
Recorder, Aldermen, city magistrates and chief of 
police, of the City of New York, or any or either 
of them, or of any person who shall be duly au¬ 
thorized, in writing, for that purpose by any or 
cither of them, and who shall exhibit such written 
authority to such dealer. 

557 [34] No article or thing, except wooden furni¬ 
ture, stoves and kitchen utensils, which shall be pur¬ 
chased by any such dealer in the way of his or her 
business, shall be sold or disposed of by such dealer 
until the expiration of one month after such pur¬ 
chase. 

572 No dealer in second-hand articles shall deface, 
mutilate, take apart, or in any way alter, or permit 
to be defaced, mutilated, taken apart, or in any w r ay 
altered, any article or thing which shall come into 
his or her possession in the way of his or her busi¬ 
ness, but the same shall be sold or offered for sale 
in the same form, state and condition in which it 
was when first received by him or her, under the 
penalty of one hundred dollars for every such 
offence. 

The meeting, which was presided over by 
Mr. Simon Brentano, showed the utmost 
unanimity in opposition to the enforcement 
of this ordinance, which was declared to be 
harmful and unjust to every dealer in second¬ 
hand books. After a thorough discussion of 
the matter the following resolutions were 
presented and passed without a dissenting 
voice: 

Whereas, An ordinance of the City of New York, 
known more particularly as Sections 29, 30, 31, 32, 
33. 34 and 572 of the General Ordinances of the 
City of New York, and having relation to dealers 
in second-hand articles, is, since its original enact¬ 
ment some years ago, now for the first time being 
applied to dealers in second-hand books, and 


Whereas, There is reasonable doubt whether it 
was contemplated or intended to bring within the 
scope and under the supervision and regulation of 
said Ordinances, second-hand book dealers, and 

Whereas, The said ordinances, if enforced, would 
be harmful and unjust and cause unnecessary loss 
to those engaged in the business of and dealers in 
second-hand books, therefore be it 

Resolved, That a committee of five be appointed 
to confer with the Mayor and other city officials of 
the city government in regard to the abrogation of 
these ordinances so far as they relate to dealers in 
books. 

The following committee was appointed to 
confer with the mayor and to report at a 
meeting to be called probably next week: 
Isaac Mendoza, John R. Anderson, J. O. 
Wright, S. F. McLean and Frederick D. 
Lacey of G. P. Putnam’s Sons. This com¬ 
mittee was also authorized, in case immediate 
action should be taken by the city officers, to 
assist, by procuring legal advice or otherwise, 
any dealer who may be subjected to the penal¬ 
ties provided for under the ordinance.

A DUN IS DECLARED A CRIMINAL 
THREAT. 

Some weeks ago we noted the fact that the 
Woodward Publishing Company of New 
York, or, rather, its manager, William H. 
England, had sued the Stationers’ Board of 
Trade, through its former secretary, Edward 
H. Loveless, for violating Section 559 of the 
New York Penal Code, by sending him a letter 
threatening to notify the members of the 
Board that they were obliged to sue the 
Woodward Publishing Company, to collect a 
debt of $15, unless he settled by January 29, 
at one o’clock in the afternoon. 

At the final hearing at the Court of Special 
Sessions in New York, on April 14, Mr. Love¬ 
less was found guilty and fined $10. Justices 
Mayer, Wyatt and McKean, Justice Wyatt 
dissenting, in rendering the decision, said: 
“The purpose here was not to give a notice 
to the members of the Stationers’ Board of 
Trade for their benefit, but was solely to 
force the complainant into a position where he 
would be compelled to pay. In other words, 
there was an attempt to usurp the function of 
the courts and to compel the complainant to 
satisfy a claim in controversy.” 
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THE UNITED STATES DIRECTORY 
COMPANY FINED. 

Ten days in jail and a fine of $1000 was 
the penalty imposed by Judge Lacombe in the 
United States Circuit Court, New York, on 
April 22, for contempt of court, on J. Power 
Fallon, president and principal owner of the 
United States Directory Company, and John 
F. Dwyer, an employee of the concern. Fal¬ 
lon was committed to Ludlow Street Jail. 
Dwyer, Marshal Henkel said, would soon be 
found. 

An injunction suit was brought against the 
Fallon concern by the Chicago Directory Com¬ 
pany and the Trow Directory Company to 
stop its appropriating their names. To prove 
that it was not anoropriating their names 
Fallon presented in court sixteen pages al¬ 
leged to be from the Chicago section of his 
directory, which pages, Judge Lacombe says, 
were fabricated after the suit was begun. 
Judge Lacombe says: “This is a very gross 
piece of contempt, and the only reason the 
imprisonment prescribed therefor is made so 
brief is because the same acts constitute a 
criminal offence for which, despite the inflic¬ 
tion of penalty for contempt, the guilty parties 
may be imprisoned.”

COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 

WEST PUBLISHING COMPANY VS. EDWARD 
THOMPSON CO. 

Alleging infringement of their copyrights, 
the West Publishing Company, of St. Paul, 
Minn., one of the largest law publishing con¬ 
cerns of the West, filed a bill of complaint in 
the United States Circuit Court, Brooklyn, 
on April 16, against the Edward Thompson 
Company, of Northport, L. I., averring that 
loss and damage by reason of the violation of 
copyrights by the latter company amount to 
$1,000,000. It is said to be the largest copy¬ 
right suit ever brought in the United States. 

Following a motion to be heard on May 1 
for a preliminary injunction to restrain the 
Edward Thompson Company from further 
sale of its publications until final determina¬ 
tion of the case, argument will be heard in a 
petition for a decree compelling the Thomp¬ 
son Company to pay over the amount of 
profits realized on the sale of an encyclopedia 
of law, the amount of damage suffered by the 
West Company from such publications and 
the cost of the suit. 

The bill in equity accompanying the com¬ 
plaint states that the Thompson Company’s 
“American and English Encyclopedia of Law” 
and the “Encyclopedia of Pleading and Prac¬ 
tice” have been largely made from the copy¬ 
righted matter of the West Company. The 
plaintiffs place on exhibition, side by side, 
more than one thousand extracts from their 
own publications and from the Thompson 
Company’s works, which they allege are par¬ 
allel. They cite in detail over nine thousand’ 
specific articles which they assert are infringe¬ 
ments of copyrights which cost them' 
$3,000,000.

The Atlantic for May brings an article by 
George A. Gordon on “Emerson as a Relig¬ 
ious Teacher;” a criticism by Mrs. Harriet 
Waters Preston on “Lady Rose’s Daughter,’^ 
and on the novels of Mr. Norris; and a re¬ 
view of “New Garden Books,” by Frances 
Duncan.

They have also made 
arrangements with George Barr McCutcheon, 
author of “Graustark,” etc., to publish his 
new story, “The Sherrods,” in which he deals 
with life in the middle West.
